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On July 30, 2007, Applicant petitioned the Director to review and reverse the 
restriction requirement that was made final in this case. See 37 C.F.R. § 1.144; see also 
MPEP 821.01 and 1002.02(c). 

Applicant wishes to inform the Director that in the remarks for the Amendment 
electronically filed on September 10, 2007, Applicant requested reconsideration of the 
restriction requirement as follows: 

Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider the finality of the 
restriction requirement between Groups I, II and III. In the Office action, the Examiner 
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asserted that the Group I claims merely recited "a shell" while the Group II claims recited 
"a shell forming a closed space," such that the respective fields of search would be 
different. The Examiner further asserted that the step of "forming the shell around the 
rotor" in the method claims of Group III could be used to make a different product such as 
"a torque tube for superconductor motor." 

Applicant respectfully submits that all of the claims recite that the rotor is located 
within a shell, such that their respective fields of search for these "shell" claims would 
overlap. For example: 

• Group I (claim 3) recites that "the rotor is located within the shell ;" 

• Group II (claim 8) also recites that "the rotor is located within the shell ;" 

• Group III (claim 14) recites the step of "forming a shell around the rotor." 
Applicant respectfully requests that the restriction requirement be withdrawn, and 

that claims 7 through 1 9 be allowed as well. 



Should the Examiner withdraw the restriction requirements as a result of 
Applicant's comments, the present petition to review the restriction requirement would be 
moot. 

Applicant respectfully submits that no fees are required in connection with this 
petition.
